conditions has consequently been reduced. Ono might say that 
the amount of rohousing in 1949 has approximated more closely 
to the inerease in population than in any yoar since tho war conded, 
No impression has been made however upon the arrears from the war 
yoars and there aro still long lists of applicants for houses, the 
majority are young married couples, ofton with one or two children 
living in rooms or with rolatives, 


Sewage Disposal. The regular wockly omptying of the pail 
closets has_cncoureged many poople, who hitherto have diposod of 
the contents themselves, to request the Cleansing Suporintendant 
to undertake the emptying. This has resulted in a further incroaso 
in the number of pails dcalt with each week, A roduction in tho 
number cam only come from the conversion of pail closets into wator 
closets, In many cases this is impracticable for lack of sewage 
disposal works, For Pattingham a sewage scheme has beon prepared 
by your Surveyor, it has bcoen passed by the Council and has gone to 
the Ministry for approval, The Council is anxious, I know, to improve 
the sewage disposal village by villago and bring it into line with 
the good water supply of tho district, 


whose water is of excollent quality though that from Tottenhall is 
distinctly hard,

RURAL HOUSING SURVEY 


During the year under review we were able to complote the Survoy 
relating to houses under £13 ratcable value, & copy of tho Table 

presented to the Public Health and Housing Committcos early 
in January 1950 is appended 


It will be seen that, at the time they wero inspected, somo 264 
houses throughout the area were considered to be in such a state 
as to bo placed in Category 5, i.e. they woro incapablo of boing 
made fit at a reasonable axponseo, 


It will ba appreciated that, in the curront economic and materiel 
difficulties, it is even more hazadrous now-a-days to attempt to 
define what is meant by "reasonable expense" and thore has never 
been any official pronouncement of the question, 


Also there are degreos of unfitness; somo houses aro in a more 
hopeless condition than others; some houses which may fall short 
of the bye-law standard in evory particular, others which may 
have some reddening foedturcs 


There will also be fluctuations due to repairs , carricd out 
voluntarily by am owner, which may quite conceivably raiso @ 
house to a higher category. 4ilso, when a group of houses 1s 
considered , an.owner may offer, for example, to make four 
houses into two, thus reducing the number of actual replacement 
houses requirede 
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; feel, however, that the great majority of the houses placed in 
category 5 will require to be dealt with, by dogrees , by domolition 
procedure during the noxt fow years, assuming that replacoment houses 

can be provided. 

A start in that direction was made by the Wombourn Lettings Committee 
during 1950, and this matter will be reportod on more fully in tho next :

MOVEABLE DWELLINGS. _ 


Work under this heading has continued throughout the year, 

Ags will be noted on page ll of this report 722 visits were 
made to individual moveable dwellings, and 72 to Camping 
Grounds. The standard of the majority of these sites has 

very greatly improved during the past two or three years, 
Active co-operation is maintained with the Blanning Officers 
with fruitful results, It is difficult to give an accurate 
figure of the number of individual moveable dwellings in tho 
District but it is boleived to be in tho neighbourhood of 325, 


It tc now the-policy of the Council to restrict licensing 
under Suetion 269, Public Hvalth act, 1936, to conuine: 
truilor caravans and tents. For sectional buildings and huts, 
etc,, it is now necessary to obtain Planning Permission, 


Consequont upon routino daily visits by your inspectors ovor a 
period of four months during 1948, wo woro able to take logal 
procecdings in connection with a former Camping Ground at Kinvor 
early in 1949. Hlovon individual owners of caravans ctc., woro 
summoned together with an individual summons against the owner 
of the ground, and elovon furthor summonses against the sito 
owner for aiding and abotting, Two of tho individual summonsos 
were withdrawn in Court, The Magistratos decision was as follows
